In a world where such incidents are 
deliberately downplayed and hidden away from 
public view, rationalised as being part of the “greater 
good" of climate change, there is lile difference 
from an Orwellian dystopia. The fact is that no 
matter how immensely scientists and the media may 
believe in the cause, there is simply no excuse for

Yes, it may mise more questions of skepticism about 
climate change and necessitate more debate before 
we take action, but this process of questioning is 
essential to establish rhe truth, 

‘Today, a phrase cropping up more and more 
frequently is an "echochamber" - a metaphorical 
place in which you are exposed to no dissenting 
opinions other than that of your own and popular 
opinion. It is in instances such as this where 1 often 
wonder if we're living in one ourselves, as itis the 
mature of such a thing to delade those who dwell in 
them. 

While climate change may be a real and pressing 
cause, we cannot compromise on an unbiased 
conclusion in the name of efficiency and fast 
action. This kind of premise constructs the basis 
for dictatorships and totalitarianism. Only when we 
consider every point of view and share them with 
the people of our world, can we really call ourselves 
democracy
